In keeping with its program of 
placing the civic organization on 
a more’ aggressive policy, the Up- 
land chamber of commerce di- 
rectors today issued an invitation 
to applicants for the position of 
secretary. 

The anticipated budget of $6,000 
is expected to be pledged, the 
directors were advised at their 
meeting this morning. President 
Ellery F. Wright then announced 
that one of the first steps is to 
employ a person to serve on a 
full-time basis as secretary in 
bringing the enlarged program 
into realization. 

Local persons, who may be in- 
terested in the position, are to 
eontact Mr. Wright. Through a 
state-wide chamber of commerce 
publication the announcement will 





be made of the position being 
opened. Mr. Wright said he had 
received one telephone application 
from a secretary empolyed in an- 
other city. The pcsition will pay 
at least $3,000 a year.

Cook Killed As Bus, Cars Run Over 
Him on Foothill Boulevard at Night 


In what was probably the worst pedestrian traffic accident 


Davis, 68, Indiana, was killed 


Wednesday night when reportedly a bus and several cars 
ran over him on Foothill boulevard, about one-fifth of a mile 





he did not hit him. Two passen- 
gers on the bus differed in their 
opinion. Mrs .~Emma C. Mitchell, 
Los Angeles, who was riding in 
the right front seat said that she 
didn’t believe the bus hit Davis. 
Robert Reynolds, also of Los An- 
geles, who was riding in the rear 
of the bus, declared that the rear 
wheel ran over something which 
felt like a lump in the read. 

The victim was dressed in blue 
overalls, brown coat, a dark col- 
ored pack on his back. The body 
was removed to Stone’s mortu- 
ary where an inquest is pending.

In 1913 she was a delegate and 
speaker at the International 
Woman Suffrage Alliance Con- 
gress at Budapest, appointed by 
the governor of California.

The law of equal guardianship 
for parents of minor children 
which was passed in 1913, the 
first legislature after women vot- 
ed, was written and promoted by 
Mrs. Park as was the California 
Bird and Arbor. day law which 
went into effect 1909.

Health Service 


Declaring that the California 
Physician’s Service and the Hos- 
pital Service of Southern Cali- 
fornia can provide medical pro- 
tection for the average wage- 
earner and his family, Michael 
A. Portanova, physician’s repre- 
sentative, urged Upland Rotari- 
ans to use both services in their 
places of business. 


Speaking at the Upland Wom- 
an’s club Wednesday noon, Mr. 
Portanova said that these services 
were a “significant development 
of medical economics” and proof 
that “free enterprise can answer 
all the problems” of the time. 

The Physician’s and Hospital 
service is being offered as a sub- 
stitute for socialized which has 
been proposed both on a state and 
nation-wide basis. 

What CPS and Hospital service 
actually does, Portanova declared, 
is to guarantee hospital and medi- 
eal care in return for the payment 
“of small monthly dues.” 

“This is a radical departure 
from health and accident policies 
and is prepaid medical care,’’ he 
added. 

Pointing out the plan is to pre- 
pare for financial hardship in 
cases of serious illness, Mr. Por- 
tanova says that ali illnesses, and 
injuries are covered, with no 
physical examination required for 
coverage. 

The plan operates through 
places of business where employes 
sign up for the service which is 
adapted to include every member 
of their family. He is still covered 
after he leaves his place of em- 
ployment. Individuals, however, 
eannot join by themselves but 
mu8t come into the service with 
a group of employes. 

A campaign to “‘sell” the service 
will begin in San Bernardino coun- 
ty next week.
